BREAD IN NORMANDY. 
How Iho Hlnff of I.I a. |. si In Mis 

4 ..ill. I. » 11:.. i i. I . of FrollCfl. 

Ouo summer's day wo stopped to 
call at the stone farm honsi- of Mon- 
sieur Duval. K ncstiue. Iho eldest 
daiighior, win housekeeper in her dead 
mother's, plao-, nml alio it was who 
brought out the amber-eolbred elder, 
tho goal's cheese and the hoavy, hard. 
Country bread. It is an essentia! of 
French peasant hospitality to offer 
these things lo visitors. 

The loaf she took from the shelf was 
oue of half a dozen leaning against tho 
wall. Xbeao loaves resembled 
agUnilbeon bakod In 
pui-|Hiset Notion" less tlian sTi'oi' u 
saw, or a pirate's cutlass, could sovor 
I hat homely but wholesomo pain raa- 
tit. 

These loaves, wo knew, were baked 
only once a month. Breed day In a 
Norman peasant family is liko wosh- 
iug day on an American farm, in tho 
respect that It comes nt regular 
periods. We jiid-.'od that broad day 
in this cottage was approaching, from 
the fact that only six loaves remained 
of lliq original thirty or thereabout. 

After our luncheon F.riirstino took 
us through the. orohBrd to a |ict- 
urcsqui stouo building, whore the 
bread was wont to ho 'made. This 
building had once h-ou part of nil 
ancient abbey, and amid Its ivy- 
covered ruins we could still trace flno 
Sculpture and bite of armorial designs, 
but inside there was uu trace of art or 
architecture. It was really a Norman 
hen-honse. Wo saw several pairs of 
tabot* or w i odeii shoes hanging from 
(lie wall and looking as if they had 
been whitewashed. 

In one corner of iho place was a 
largo space inulosod with hoards. 
This was empty, but, like the sels fe , it 
suggested whitewash or mortar mak- 
ing. 

F.i ncsllne told us that this was the 
family dough Iroucb. Hither. OUCC a 
month, came her father and iho hired 
man to ".set" theyonsto-rislng. Flour 
and water were stirred togother with 
the huge wooden spade* shaped liko 
our snow shovels which hung with the 
tabott unon the wait When the mass, 
thcronxBiy beaten together, had risen 
and assumed a dark color and leath- 
ery consistency, then came tho tug of 
war. Tho two men put on the tabols 
over Iheir ordinary shoot. Jumped in 
upon the dough, end began the knead- 
ing. Tholr way was to hop, uraoo* and 
llourlsh like opera dniicers, lo stnmp 
nnd kirk like horses, exerting them- 
selves till the perspiration streamed 
off them and they had no strength left. 
Afler this process tho dough was put 
into the pans, mid thou baked in the 
hugo oven nt the roar of the abbutial 
hen house. 

In all Normnn towns bnlf-cliid men 
may often bo seen lounging about 
bakc-houso doors. Their legs and feet 
are hnro and floury, and as they tread 
tho streets wo know they havo havo 
just conio from or nro returning to 
their usual occupation of kneading 
bread.

Tho wear by rust in unconted east- 
iron pipes e.\|ioscil to tho notion of 
clean, fresh water on both sides is not 
PMC* than ono-dghtli of an inch in 
three generations. With the present 
method of protecting such pipes with 
eaphaltum, tho Ufa of iho ordinary 
cast-iron pipe used ill building con- 
struetlon mny bo greatly prolonged! 
Indeed, even an ordinary coating of 
coal-tar pi cli, when properly ap- 
plied, Is sullirleiit to add at least a 
scoro or two of years to its durability. 
The life of a soil pipe, even when quit* 
thin and unccated, has lu-on found by 
eXperionce to bo so great that it is not 
unreasonable lo supposo that tho 
greasy mattor contained in sewage 
servos to coat and protect tho Iron 

from tho eorossiv. tloa of the water 

and the acid components of tlio sow- 
ago, 'iho defects and leakages more 
generally mot with in sh^Ii pipes aro 
caused by tho defectivo manner iu 
which the Joints nro mtVle. nnd Im- 
proper placing and socuring. — Uatton 
Budget.

Several other bills of little impor- 
tance have passed. 

Two local bills, one incorporating 
l he odd Fellow's Orphanage and an- 
other to incorporate the Homo for 
nged and Indigent women of Coving- 
ton, were returned without tho Gov- 
ernors approval. 

The bill introduced by Mr. Lot- 
torlo incorporating the Louisville 
Iteservoir and Clifton Street Hail- 
way, with amendments prohibiting 
the passage, of freight cars over the 
proposed line, after much argument 
was passed. 

The bill drafted by Mr. Wallace, 
providing for the picking up of waifs 
under sixteen years of age on the 
streets of Louisville and committing 
them to the proper charitable institu- 
tions, pa-iscd without opposition, on 
presentation. 

A bill regulating the vota of ferry- 

age on the Cumberland river hus 
been presented and will likely pass 
without opposition, also one has been 
introduced fixing a fine of fCOagaiust 
any distiller, merchant or other per- 
son for sailing liqnor without llcegso. 

Tlio following bills passed after be- 
ing discussed pro and con: A bill 
incorporating the Charleston, Cin- 
cinnati and Chicago Uailway and 
one to amend tlio act regulating the 
sale of liquor in Honry county and 
including tlio town of Eminence. 

The Judiciary Cominitteo has heart) 
Hie argument by Judgo It. T. I'elrcc 
and Hon. Jno. B'eland, representing 
tho Prohibition side of Christian 
county, as to the advisability of al 
lowing another vote to be fakon on 
tho question in April next and the 
Antlsido was set for a hearing yes 
terday. 

A bill Intended to continuo the 
salary of Judgo Thompson who pre 
sides on the bench of the City Court 
of Louisville lias been passed. Judge 
Thompson is ill delicate health and is 
compelled to he absent from his of- 
fal duties about two months In 
year and the bill as passetl allows 

him remuneration for the period of

Remarkably Large Trees. 

Tlie banyan tree is ono of tho ro- 

matkablo products ol tho East Indies. 
Its life is usually begun from a mi- 
nute seed dropped by some bird upon 
somo oilier plant, such as tho wild 
ditto, which it crushes as it grows. 
Every branch front ihu mnin body 
throws out iLs own roots, which, con- 
stantly thickening, doscond to tho 
ground several yards below, where 
they Strike in, Increase to Inrgo trunks, 
and send out new branches lrom their 
tops, which in turn repeat tho process. 
The botanic gnaVnn nt Oaloutta contains 
a great banyan, now abont a century 
old. which has a parent trunk 42 feet 
In circumference, 232 root trunks 
ranging from a few inches to a foot 
around, with vast leatv crown 857 
feet In circunifereneii. Nonr tho hill 
fort Wysatgarb, in ino Bombay Presi- 
dency, Is ii banyan whoso lop in 1882 
moasnrad 1,087 foal In olrqnmforenos. 

O.her ipeclmooi greatly exceed even 
this prodigious sis*, siuglo trees being 
said to cover thirteen acres. Tho 
famous banyan midor which Alex- 
ander Iho Groat stopped, on the banks 

of tho Nerbuihlii sheltered 7.000 

men, nnd w hen seen hv Forbes a genera- 
tion ago, though much reduced in sizo
